The cemetery officials have heard that the 
bodies of the descendants of the men mey 
be reunited in one burial pict. 

John D. Rockefeller, who is a Lakeview 
cemetery trustee, has ordered that no infor- 
mation about his burial plot be given out. 


First Break Between Brothers. 

Frank Rockefeller has made and lost sev- 
eral fortunes. His first wrestle with hard 
luck was in the days when the Standard Oi! 
company was in process of formation by 
John D. Frank owned an independent re- 
finery. He wanted to keep it independent and 
refused to deal with the trust promoters. 

This wae the first break between the broth- 
ers. Frank lost. The trust got possession 
of his property. A few years later there was 
a reconciliation. Frank was taken into the

The first political convention ever housed 
in an automobile was held last evening. This 
up to date innovation had enother strictly 
novel feature.

Lured Away by Strauss. 

But before the convention came off, the kid- 
naping of Bernard J. Mahony was necessary, 
he being one of the committeemen and having 
| refused to issue the call in his capacity of 
chairman. He had dropped into the office of 
the Chicago Democratic Bulletin, edited by 
John P. Tansey, his brother-in-law, but with 
whom he often differs politically. For 
instance, Mr. Tansey is for Strauss and Mr. 
Mahony isn’t. 

In came Mr. Strauss, who urged Mr. Mahony 
to call a meeting of the committee. Mr. 
Mahony objected, fof one reason because 
he doubted the legal right of the senatorial 
committees, named under the old primary 
law, to hold over and exercise functions under 
the new law. He thought the members of 
the central managing committee, residetz in 
the district, composed the senatorial com- 
‘mittee, that being the view taken by the Re- 
publicans in determining the number of 
house nominees.

Bourges Suicide Miss Leneve? 

M. Sebille, head of the research depart- 
ment of the potice, who is diretting the search 
in France for Dr. Crippen and hie typist, 
Ethel Clara Leneve, who is supposed to 
have left London in his company, opposes 
the theory that the woman who killed her- 
self at Bourges July 13 was Miss Leneve. 
He points out that the letter left by the sul- 
cide was written in French, a language 
Miss Leneve Is said to be totally unacquaint- 
ed with., Furthermore, the suicide’s features 
were those of a person of a Slavonic type, and 
M. Sebile believes that she was a nihilis 

Photographs of the Bourges suicide have 
not, however, Bs yet been compared with 
those of Miss Leneve. Should the zuleide 
prove to be Miss Leneve, it would give con- 
sistency to the story, told by a guard on the 
boat train running between Dieppe and 
Paris that he had seen a couple answering 
the description of Dr. Crippen and his typist 
on July 12. 

According to this guard the couple came 
through to Paris on his train. Here they are 
supposed to have separated. Crippen hurry~- 
ing south and the girl going to Bourges. 


Note Left by Suicide. 
The Bourges suicide gave the name of 


about 25 years old. She had taken the pre- 
caution to cut from het garments every mark 
that might serve to indicate the identity of 
the wearer. 

The note she left read as follows: 

“T request that. identity be not sought. 
The cause.of my sucide is known to me 
Alone. I ask to be allowed to rest tranquilly 
in my tomb. 

“T amea foreigner. I leave one hundred 
francs to defray my funeral expenses.“ 

The note concluded: Life to me, alas! 
appeared unsmiling." 

Not Miss Leneve, London Says.

LONDON, July 21.—The reported identifica- 
tion of the woman who committed suicide 
at Bourges, France, as Miss Leneve was a 
yarn printed by a Paris afternoon newspaper.

WESTERN 1 CHIEFS 
MAY HALT RAIL RATE RAISES. 


Important Confererice Is to Be Held To- 
day by Railroad Men and Interstate 
Commerce e | 


Washington, D. . July 21.—[Speciaf. }—-An 
important conference will be held tomorrow 
by traffic managers of the western railroads 
and the interstate commerce commission. 

The meeting will be along lines of the re- 
dent conference between eastern traffic man- 
agers and the commission oh led to a vol- 
untary withdrawal of all. increases . 
in freight rates until Nov. 1 by eastern rall- 
roads. 


While not indicating what action they will 
take, it is probable western roads may 
take the same action the conference. 

It is known the action of the eastern roads 
was in the interest of a speedy decision by the 
interstate commerce commission on the rea- 
gsonableness of their proposed new rates. 

In all probability the western traffic mana- 
gers will find they can save time and trouble 
for themselves and the commission by with- 
drawing their new rates temporarily.

BOND MARKET WONDERS WHAT 
POSTAL BANKS MEAN TOIT. 
Ampunt of Deposits Uncertain, but Not 


Likely to Stimulate Heavy Buying for 
Several Years, : 


New York, July 21.—Now that the postal 
savings bank system wil! be an accomplished 
fact within the next few months the question 
is being asked as to what will be the effect 
of its establishment on the bond market. 

By the provisions of the act 5 per cent of 
all deposits will constitute a cash reserve, 
not exceeding 30 per cent, is to be invested in 
government bonds, except in the discretion of 
the president, the remaining 65 per cent tore- 
main on deposit with banks in each state 
subject to the provisions of the law. Under 
the law the board of trustees shall accept 
from the banks as collateral public bonds 
supported by taxing power and deemed 
property safe. This last provision means 
that municipal and state bondg will be the 


security accepted. 
It is readily seen, says the Wall Street Jour- 


nal, that any forecast of how much the mu- 


way must be predicated on some estimate of 
how much money is to flow into the post- 
offices and then into the depository banks to 
be secured in the manner prescribed, It is 
yet too early to make any thing but an arbi- 
trary estimate of this amount, After the 
system has been in operation for awhile 
developments may point to tangible figures.
